The cold dress- 
ing per centage was 65.1 dead to live 
i The cattle were just two years 
old.

7 Show and Sales 


By OTTO V. BATTLES 


Bulls consigned to the Perth and Aberdeen Sales, and in fact 
I think this is true of all public sales of this character held in Great 
Britain, are examined for quality by competent judges and those 
of recognized merit are recommended for a premium which means 
that the British Government will pay a certain percentage of their 
selling price with the understanding that the buyer under stipulat- 
ed conditions must grant the use of the bull to others in his com- 
munity. When a bull thus recommended enters the sale ring the 
announcement is immediately made by the auctioneer that he has 
been passed for a premium which naturally adds a stimulus to the 
bidding. This system was adopted by the government with a view 
of promoting the use by farmers of pure bred sires and it is hav- 
ing the anticipated effect. ; ; 

The outcome of the Perth Sale this year was rather a disap- 
pointment considered from the standpoint of the general average. 
In fact the same would hold true of Aberdeen in a lesser degree, 
both sales recording an average drop in values over those of last 
year. At the two sales 912 bulls were disposed of for an average 
of 44 pounds, 13 shillings and 2 pence. The average of the 509 
bulls sold at Perth this year was 49 pounds, 10 shillings and 7 
pence compared with 65 pounds 8 shillings, and 8 pence on 504 sold 
at the same sale last year. The average drop is perhaps more no- 
ticeable when it is known that the top price paid at Perth this year 
was 3,255 pounds compared with a top of 2,100 pounds at the same 
sale last year. The number sold, 509, does not represent the total 
number of bulls that passed through the ring at Perth as the con- 
signors option of refusing a bid was occasionally exercised and I 
learned of several instances where the withdrawn entries were sold 
privately later at an increase over the highest offer received for 
them in the sale ring. The lower values resulted largely from the 
cutting off of the Irish patronage by reason of a recent outbreak of 
foot and mouth disease in the north of England, and then, too, the 
unusually large number offered for sale had a deterring influence. 
There seemed to be no lack of demand for the top animals. In fact 
the average received by the established fountain heads could not 
very well be considered other than satisfactory. Sale ring honors 


swayed to and fro be- 
tween the known great 
herds. It was, howev- 
er, a case of ‘hats off’ 
to the wizardry of 
Harviestoun Castle in 
the final analysis. Mr. 
Kerr had the honor not 
alone of selling the 
highest priced bull but 
that also of securing 
the highest and most 
extraordinary average 
of 624 pounds, one 
shilling on 6 head or 
something over  $3,- 
000.00 per head in Am- 
erlcan money. Other

noted breeding herds, however, scored 
heavily with good averages. Ballintomb 
sold 10 head at an average of 70 pounds, 
two shillings and 9 pence; Banks, 8 
head at 70 pounds, 14 shillings, 10 
pence; Aberlour, 4 head at 87 pounds, 3 
shillings; Ballindalloch, 4 head at 125 
pounds, 4 shillings, 3 pence; Derculich, 
3 head at 222 pounds, 5 shillings; Doon- 
holm, 8 head at 58 pounds, 5 shillings, 
6 pence; Bleaton, 10 head at 68 pounds, 
15 shillings, 6 pence; Mulben Mains, 4 
head at 84 pounds; Castlecraig, 3 head 
at 165 pounds, 11 shillings. The forego- 
ing will, I believe, support my conclusion 
that the tops bring relatively higher 
prices in Great Britain than they bring 
in America. On the other hand, as near- 
ly as I can make out, there is not a 
great deal of difference at the present 
time in the selling price of the average 
run of sale entries in Great Britain and 
America. 

His Majesty, the King, had out some 
bulls of great promise and secured some 
good prices. The Prince of Wales was numbered among the pur- 
chasers and although his Royal Highness has a herd in Cornwall 
his name has not been prominent as a buyer in Scotland. It is 
thought, however, that his recent purchases at Perth may be but 
an augury of the future of more extensive investments in Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. 

South African and South American buyers gave liberal aid to 
the sales and helped not a little to make up for the absence of the 
Irishmen. There was a noticeable average decrease in prices paid 
for females at Perth compared with last year mounting closely on 
to 5 pounds per head. A few interesting prices were recorded, 
however, notably the 200 guinea top price 
paid for Mr. Norman P. Donaldson’s su- 
preme champion heifer which I should have 
liked very much to have brought home with 
me and might have done so had she not 
been sold before I really learned the British 
method of bidding. In my opinion this 
flashy heifer would be a decided asset to 
any herd in America. Other satisfactory 
female prices were 180 guineas paid by Mr. 
McKay of Balnastraid, Duthil, for Mr. J. S. 
Grant’s fifth prize heifer, Kobie, and 100 
guineas paid by Mr. Rottenburn Crieff, buy- 
er of the supreme champion, for Mr. J. P. 
Ross’ heifer, Probe. 

The most delightful banquet I ever at- 
tended was the Jubilee Dinner held at Perth 
Tuesday evening of the three days of the 
show and sale. It was of special signifi- 
cance in that it celebrated the 50th Anni- 
versary of the founding of the British So- 
ciety which has grown from about 30 gen-

THE GROWING USE OF ABERDEEN-ANGUS BULLS; 
CONCLUSIONS DRAWN FROM HIGHWAY OBSERVATIONS. 

While conclusions resulting from highway or pullman window 
observations may not be accurate, and perhaps should not be re- 
ferred to at all, we nevertheless find room for much encourage- 
ment from observations made during the past twelve weeks. Dur- 
ing this time we have driven a little better than twelve thousand 
miles upon the highways, mostly to the west side of the Mississip- 
pi. The thing that has been most impressive this spring is the in- 
creased proportion of black calves running in pastures with moth- 
ers of other breeds. We have visited scarcely no herd that has 
failed to supply more bulls than usual for crossing purposes so it 
seems there is a rapid turning to the Aberdeen-Angus breed by 
those who desire to improve the quality of beef output. 

The use of Aberdeen-Angus bulls is perhaps encouraged some- 
what because of the high quality of the young bulls the past few 
seasons, resulting largely trom the close culling of the breeding 
herds generally during the deflation period. The better quality re- 
sulting from this close culling of cow herds is decidedly noticeable 
in the 1929 spring calf crop. Several thousand calves have come 
under inspection during these twelve weeks. Of this number de- 
cidedly inferior calves are practically nil. Only the other day we 
were in a pasture where one breeder had pulled the chains from 
around the necks of better than 100 head of yearling heifers of 
ideal type and conformation, and exceptional high quality, such as 
would have been retained a few years ago for breeding herds. In- 
quiry disclosed the fact that he had selected the tops from this fine 
lot of heifers to be used for replacement in the cow herd—a policy 
that had been followed for ten years, and about on the same scale. 
The young bulls being prepared for sale as breeding bulls were 
decidedly high class and the owner said he had been “run ragged” 
this spring by bull buyers who have taken his calves just as soon 
as they were old enough for service, frequently insisting on hav- 
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ing them at younger ages in order to bes

will continue to ship beef to this country. Prices in European a 
suming countries, notably Great Britain, says the bureau, rem rl 
close to the high levels of 1928, but the relatively higher United 
States prices suggest that European buying can not be expected 
to reduce materially the volume of foreign cattle and beef seekin 
an outlet here. 

New Zealand now leads Canada as a source of United States 
fresh and frozen beef and veal imports, while Argentina is sendin 
larger quantities of canned beef. Canada is the leading source of 
live cattle, principally stockers and feeders. The leading outlet for 
Canadian cattle and beef, under present world price conditions, has 
shifted from Great Britain to the United States. Mexico is send. 
ing a relatively small number of stocker and feeder cattle to the 
American market. 

Prices remain relatively high in the European beef markets 
and imports are below those of a year ago as a result of reduced 
supplies available for export in the Southern Hemisphere, notably 
South America. In Great Britain there has been a noticeable ten- 
dency to use the less expensive frozen beef rather than best chilled 
beef, but all beef is regarded as dear by most consumers. There is 
more consumer resistance to the existing price level in Europe than 
there is in the United States. Most European countries, especially 
on the Continent, have been increasing their domestic beef sup- 
plies during recent years and including 1928, but this tendency has 
greater significance with 1egard to the volume of imports from 
the longer time viewpoint than it has under current market con- 
ditions. 

The United States cattle industry is reported to be passing the 
bottom of a production cycle and approaching the peak of a price 
cycle. This means that as prices rise through the effect of a ser- 
ies of years of shortage in supplies of cattle, breeding animals are 
withheld from the market to build breeding herds and there is a 
temporary additional contraction of beef supplies. There has been 
a tendancy toward smaller total inspected slaughter this year, with 
steer slaughter larger than a year ago, and slaughter of other cat- 
tle considerably less.

Mr. Allan is rated as 
one of the best judges of Great Britain and 
his services are much in demand both at 
home and abroad. It was he who first wel- 
comed me at Perth and before leaving Scot- 
land we spent one of the happiest days of 
our entire ig at his home—Ballintomb, at 

, wn-on-spey. 

Ghe entiry lists at Aberdeen comprised 
456 bulls and 118 females. As it is custom- 
ary for breeders to take their best animals 
to Perth the quality although very high was 
a little under that seen at the former show. 
Notwithstanding this there appeared to be 
a slight improvement in demand which re- 
sulted in better average prices being paid 
considering the difference in quality—at 
least this was my impression. Although 
Sir George McPherson Grant, Baronet, had 
the champion bull and top price, great hon- 
or fell to Messrs. Taylor and Birnie of 
Bonnytonhill who had the best group of 
bulls and the reserve champion bull which 
was the second highest bull sold—495 guin- 
eas. 550 guineas was the top price of the 
sale paid by Mr. W. S. Mebeth for Elector— 
Ballindalloch’s champion. I was very fay- 
orably impressed with the reserve cham- 
pion, Kiwi of Bonnytonhill and bid 490 
guineas for him for Stanley R. Pierce of 
Illinois. He was bought by Mr. William- 
son of Rhodesia, South Africa. 

It is in the unusual city of Aberdeen that 
the headquarters of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Society of Great Britain are to be found, 
Mr. Barclay having his office at 91 Union 
Street of this city which is known the world 
over as the granite city. It comes by this 
name by reason of its being entirely built 
of granite—and a cleaner or more attract- 
ive city it would be difficult to find. Lo- 
cated as it is on the North Sea its fishing 
industry is one of great importance. Aber- 
deen is also known as a manufacturing cen- 
ter and as the county of Aberdeen in which 
it is located is one of the chief agricultural 
counties of Scotland this industry contrib- 
utes not a little to the prosperity of the 
city. It is one of the chief market centers 
for live stock in the British Isles.

Household Hints. 

For porch-bed sheets and pillow cases , 
good grade of unbleached sheeting is pre.

me in many ways. I have belonged to the 
sewing club for two years, for somehow 
everyone expects a girl to be interested in 
such things, but I have also been a calf 
club member for three years, and as it 
means much to me, I expect to continue. 

I fed my first Aberdeen-Angus calf, Sam- 
my, which I had picked from my father’s 
herd, during the club year of 1925. I was 
very careful in every step of the work, for 
everyone said that a girl couldn’t raise a 
calf that would amount to anything. When 
Fair time came, I showed him at the Coun- 
ty Fair at Jefferson, lowa, and, (oh, but I 
was proud) Sammy won first and cham- 
pionship in his class and Reserve Cham- 
pionship over all breeds. After the Fair he 
was shipped to Chicago and, together with 
my premium money, I got $200. 

My first year’s success encouraged me so 
much that I decided to feed two calves dur- 
ing my second year. So I got one Aber- 
deen-Angus from our own herd, and called 
him Mike, and my father bought me a 
Hereford from Texas, and I called him Pat. 
I suppose that the contest between the 
Hereford and the Aberdeen-Angus should 
have been a race from the start, but it 
wasn’t, for the Aberdeen-Angus, Mike, re- 
sponded to care much better than the Here- 
ford, Pat. When Fair time came, the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus won first in his class, but 
poor Pat did not do as well. When I sold 
the calves, Mike brought $112, and Pat,

Poultry Department. 


The bulk of the market poultry produced 
in this country comes from the general 
farm and the general farmer has given very 
little consideration to improvement in hand- 
ling poultry. With the high prices of poul- 
try prevailing it behooves the producer to 
pay greater attention to his market poultry. 


After the heavy laying season in the 
spring it is a good plan to go over the flock 
and select and grade the stock. Many folks 
call this process culling and the terms 
“cull” and “culling” as implied in the pro- 
duction and marketing of poultry have such 
a different meaning that they have caused 
no small amount of concern among the in- 
tested trade. “Culls” from the standpoint 
of marketing poultry possess very little 
value. “Culls” according to present day in- 
terpretations in market channels means 
birds that are entirely unfit for food. How- 
ever, “culls” from the standpoint of produc- 
tion are those birds that do not appear from 
a physical standpoint to be profitable for 
holding over another laying season. Birds 
selected from the flock because of their 
lack of ability as producers may be ideal 
market fowls and cannot truthfully be call- 
éd “culls” because they really possess good 
market value. The above situation is im- 
plied from the standpoint of fowls. 

When selecting and grading a farm flock 
it is well to keep in mind management. 
Don’t condemn a hen as a low producer 
when the management is at fault. The man- 
agement vitally concerns the hens that are 
kept on the farm as producers and also the 
market poultry or fowls because manage- 
ment incorporates the problem of sanita- 
tion. In other words, good management 
means, clean poultry houses free from those 
agencies that cause a hen to be infested 
with internal or external parasites. A 
lousey hen full of worms cannot lay eggs 
to capacity neither can she put on flesh or 
fat. Poultry house ventilation is a prob- 
lem of management. Draughts in the house 
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Fleshing avd Fattening om” 


may cause colds which may lead to more 
serious conditions, such as, our common 
poultry diseases. Over-crowding, lack of 
suitable housing equipment, irregularity in 
feeding and kind of feed are all factors of 
management and are a vital concern to the 
hen that is retained on the farm for egg 
production as well as the poultry that is 
marketed. 

A question that is often asked is, “What 
is the proper time to select and grade the 
stock?” We have tried to answer this 
above, namely, that after the heavy laying 
season is a satisfactory time. If we are 
going to maintain larger poultry units on 
the farm on a profitable basis from the 
standpoint of production a definite program 
of selection must be followed. A careful 
study of the characteristics of the laying 
hen has revealed the fact that at certain 
stages of production she possesses definite 
physical characteristics. A study of these 
characteristics reveals that during the 
months of June, July and August these ob- 
servations can be made most readily. This 
no doubt accounts for the fact that most of 
the selection work is done at that time of 
the year. Progressive poultry producers 
define selection and grading as the sort- 
ing of desirable and undesirable hatching 
eggs, chicks, pullets, cockerels, hens or 
breeding males, at all times of the year. 
Selection and grading of the stock does not 
necessarily forecast future production ex- 
cept that is is correlated with past produc- 
tion. If a hen has been a good producer it 
is generally assumed that she will be a good 
producer in the future if she maintains good 
health and has proper management and is 
not too old. In fact, we have found through 
experiments that the yearling hen produce 
the most eggs. The older hens lay less 
eggs and are more susceptible to disease. 


Fleshing and Fattening Market 
Poultry on the Farm. 


The purpose of fattening poultry for th 
market is twofold. First, to obtain a gain 
in weight. Second, to improve the quality 
of flesh and thereby secure a higher price. 
Producers fatten or finish poultry less than 
they do any other class of live stock. Ma- 
ture hens are usually in a fairly good con- 
dition of flesh when marketed and special 
fattening methods ordinarily are not re- 
quired. Young chicks are more growthy 
and while they may have made a good 
growth of bone and frame they are likely to 
be in a comparatively thin condition of 
flesh. From the standpoint of the producer 
there are two methods of fattening practie- 
ed. The common method is the so-called 
range fattening. This method consists of 
feeding more heavily or feeding a greater 
proportion of fattening grains, usually corn, 
for a period of three weeks before the birds 
are marketed. No other changes made in 
the care of the birds and they are aliowed 
to range about the farm as usual. Such a 
method of feeding will result in gain in 
weight especially if the birds have previous- 
ly been rather scantily fed and compelied to 
rustle for most of their feed. When turkeys 
and guineas are raised on range it is best 
to attempt to fatten them on the plan of 
range fattening. When they are raised un- 
der semi-confinement the pen fattening

In recent years we have had certain dis. 
couraging factors entering into the situs. 
tion of farm fattening of poultry, namely 
the fact that poultry does not hold up under 
feed for the length of time it was possible 
a number of years ago. Now then the pro. 
ducer should be interested in keeping poul- 
try moving through market channels jn a 
satisfactory manner. Unsatisfactory poul- 
try in market channels will slow up the 
movement and cause hesitancy in market- 
ing and will reflect in the price paid for 
the product. Therefore, it does not appear 
advantageous to the producer to attempt to 
fatten market poultry on he farm in an ex. 
tensive way. The producer is at a disad- 
vantage from the standpoint of price if he 
insists on marketing his poultry when it is 
scantily fed and has a large frame but no 
fat and flesh. This disadvantage, however, 
is his own fault. In other words, he should 
feed his poultry at all times in such a way 
that it possesses a good frame and plenty 
of fat and muscle tissue.

These steers were on the old Garrett 
homestead where Mrs. John Tolan, nee Gar- 
rett mother of these boys, makes her home 
and helps guide the destinies of her coy- 
boys.
